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0UR NEW NAVY—THE WAMPANOAG 


HE modern appliances of steam and iron seem to 

have reduced the problem of a successful Navy 
chiefly to two general classes of vessels. Of these, one 
is designed for the defence of our coasts and harbors 
from a foreign foe ; the other for the protection of our 
wean commerce and for preying upon that of the en- 
ny. The former class embraces the iron-clads; the 
latter, high-speed cruisers. The necessity of provid- 
inga fleet which should fulfil the latter condition 
(anecessity illustrated by the career of the Anglo- 
Confederate cruiser Alabama), induced our Navy 
Department, about four years ago, to begin the con- 
struction of a fleet of steam war vessels, intended to 
whieve high speed, even though in doing so they 
might sacrifice other qualities hitherto regarded as 
exential in a man-of-war. 

A part of this new fleet is known as the Wam- 
panoag class. They are five in number, and their 
halls were built at the various navy-yards. Their 
nodels are the sharpest ever adopted for war vessels, 
tt, indeed, for any vessels, except, perhaps, the North 
River steamboats. In a word, their form is better 
adapted for high speed than that of any war vessels in 
theworld. Their principal dimensions may be briefly 
sated, as follows: Length on the water line, 330 feet; 
length over all, 345 feet; breadth of beam, 45 feet; 
depth of hold, 23 feet; mean draft of water, 19 feet. 

The problem to be solved by the steam machinery 
if these superbly-modelled vessels was (as the Chief 
of the Steam Bureau states in his Report to Secretary 
WaLtEs) to drive them at the maximum rate of 15 
knots per hour. This, as will be seen in the course 
if the present, article, was an extremely casy task. 
But even to achieve so slight a success, we find that 
‘astonishing expenditure of money and material has 

made, an expenditure uttérly disproportionate 
tothe end to be gained. Well knowing that by old 
and familiar practice in construction the desired result 
might have been attained, one is led to inquire the 
fuse ot this present phenomenon. We find that 
“ea ina deliberate departure by the Chief of the 
eer Bureau, who planned the engines, from the 
‘sablished principles of steam engineering. The 
aie Which dictated this fatal departure we have 
w desire to discuss. Enough for us to show the dry 
mentific fact (though a fact freighted with the great- 
‘™ consequences) that Mr. IsHerwoop has failed 
Precisely in the ratio of his straying from these estab- 
Principles.

" that this power is constantly obtained with steam 
Uchinery which occupies but about half the space, 
about 40 per cent. less, and would cost about 
ye cent. less than that built by the Steam Bureau 
ampanoag class.’’ Again, a great loss of 
resulted in the Wampanoag class from 
8422 oczupiel by the machinery; for at 
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present, instead of stowing the coal in the hold, where 
it belongs, the quarters of the men have been en- 
croached upon, and those of the officers made less ample 
than those customary on war vessels of much less size 
and pretension. Furthermore, the present capacity 
for fuel would be greatly increased by the use of ma- 
chinery of the ordinary sort, able to drive the vessels 
more than 15 knots per hour. 

The machinery designed for these vessels by the 
Steam Bureau consists of a pair of engines, with cyl- 
inders 100 inches in diameter by four feet length of 
stroke of piston. They are attached to the screw 
propeller shaft by means of 18 cog-wheels, so propor- 
tioned that for each revolution made by the engines 
the propeller will make two (within a fraction) revo- 
lutions. Now, the ‘‘ geared ’’ screw engine has long 
since been abandoned as a ‘‘ relic of engineering bar- 
barism,” even by the most conservative constructors. 
But here we find that Mr. IsHerwoop has restored 
this antiquarian device, and, by introducing cog- 
wheels, has spread his engines over upward of forty 
feet in the lengta of the ship! Even the Messrs. R. 
Napier & Sons, of Glasgow, 'the builders of the ma- 
chinery of the Cunard Line, who of all the prominent 
marine engine builders in the world are probably the 
most conservative—the most cautious in feeling their 
way before venturing on the slightest change in their 
practice—even this eminent firm, having about three 
years ago contracted to build two screw propeller ves- 
sels, with the strictest guarantees for speed, fitted 
them with a pair of direct-acting engines. The result 
is, that these two vessels are the swiftest propellers 
(as fast, indeed, as any paddle steamer) that cross the 
Atlantic. The vessels to which we allude are the 
Ville de Paris and the Periere. 


Among tle many disadvantages of the exploded 
device of employing cog wheels to connect the en- 
gines with the propeller, the most prominent is that, 
in order to obtain the same capacity of engine rela 
tively with the steam used and the power developed— 
if geared two to one, as in the case of the Wam- 
panoag—the cylinders must, of course, be made pre- 
cisely twice the size, the engines must weigh nearly 
twice as much, and occupy twice the very valuable 
space in the vessel that they would if attached direct- 
ly to the screw shaft in the usual way. Thus, in the 
ease of the Wampanoag, if the engines were direct- 
acting, in accordance with what is now, and has been 
for a long time, the practice of all the screw engine 
makers in the world, the cylinders, instead of being 
100 inches in diameter, would only require half the 
area due this size, or, in other words, it would only 
be necessary that they should be 70 inches in diame- 
ter. Consequently, as the cylinders would be but 
half the size, and the dangerous device of such enor- 
mous cog-wheels dispensed with, not more than one- 
half the space would be filled with engines, and not 
more than one-half the weight of engines would be 
required. We are almost willing to waive the question 
of cost, which would also probably be reduced one- 
half, as the item of dollars and cents never seems 
permitted to intrude itself into the question of United 
States Naval machinery designed by the Bureau. 

It has been seen that, owing to the use of the cog- 
wheels to connect the engines with the propeller, the 
immense cylinders of the Wampanoag—100 inches in 
diameter—are only equal to 70 inches diameter at- 
tached to the propeller in the ordinary, direct and 
vastly more reliable manner. But another considera- 
tion is that such engines are by no means of sufficient 
capacity to properly consume the steam which the 














great extent of boiler in the Wampanoag should fur- 
nish. And this points out at opce another great evil 
entaided by the employment of the cog-wheels. For, 
with the engines geared up two to one, they already 
occupy such a vast space that even Mr. IsHERWOOD 
would net probably dare to increase their magnitude, 
and thus spread them over a greater area. The 
Wampanoag is fitted with no less than 12 boilers, 
with 58 furnaces, some 30,000 square feet of heating 
surface, 1,130 square feet of grate surface, and weigh- 
ing, with their fixtures, upward of 400 tons.2 All 
this to supply what is equivalent to a pair of direct- 
acting engines of 70-inch diameter cylinders, by four 
feet length of stroke ! 


So great is the space occupied by such an unwar- 
rantable extent of boiler, as well as the room occupied 
by the engines, on account of the use of the cog- 
wheels, that over 175 feet of the length of the vessel, 
below the berth-deck, is packed with steam ma- 
chinery; and the screw-shaft with its clumsy cast-iron 
coupling (the coupling itself weighing some 18,000 
pounds!) fills up nearly the whole of the rest of the 
space aft of the after boilers. So that with the ex- 
ception of some cramped-up store-rooms on the after 
orlop-deck, and what little room is left in the bow, 
forward of the forward fire-room bulkhead, the whole 
of the vessel below the berth-deck is piled ‘‘ chock-a- 
‘block ”’ with boilers, engines and cog-wheels. So in- 
geniously is this enormous mass of iron packed away, 
“like herrings in a box,” that there is not left near 
room enough to stow even the small quantity of coal 
these vessels carry, in the hold where it belongs. 
Consequently, long iron coal bunkers are erected on 
the berth-deck, in the quarters of the men, to enable 
the vessels to carry even their scanty allowance. 

In order to corroborate the statement we have 
already made, we will now give a catalogue of the 
weights, the space occupied, and the results of the 
screw machinery of a number of vessels, constructed 
on the most conservative basis, and without any of 
the patented “‘improvements’’ Mr. IsHzerwoop has 
thrust into our fleet : 

Orlando, British frigate, steam machinery by Jonn Penn & Sons 
designed in 1858. 

Kind of engines, direct acting trunk, two cylinders 92 inches 
(effective) diameter by four feet stroke of piston. Number of boilers, 
8; number of furnaces, 32; length of fire-room, 68 feet; grate surface, 
688 square feet; length oc-upied by engines, 24 feet; horse-power, 
3,992; weight of engines including line shafting, but excluding pro- 
peller, 194 tons; weight of boilers and fixtures, 228 tons. Total weight 
of steam machinery, including water in boilers, coal bunker and 
spare gear, but excluding propeller and fixtures, 648 tons. Coal 
carried altogether in the hold. 

Mersey, British frigate, machinery by Maupstay, Sons & Fiexp, 
London, designed in 1858. 

Kind of engines, direct-acting (connecting-rod working toward cylin- 
der), two cylinders, 92 inches diameter by four feet stroke of piston. 
Number of boilers, 8; number of furnaces, 32; grate surface, 72 
square feet ; length of fire-room, 68 feet; length occupied by engines, 
23 feet; horse-power, 4,010; weight of engines including line shaft- 
ing, but excluding propeller, 213 tons; weight of boilers and fix- 
tures, 263 tons. Total weight of steam machinery, including water 
in boilers, coal bunkers and spare gear, but excluding propeller and 
fixtures, 700 tons. Coal carried altogether in hold. 

Achilles, Black Prince and Warrior, British frigates, machinery 
by Joun Penn & Sons, London, designed in 1860. 

Kind of engines, direct-acting (trunk), two cylinders 104% inches 
(effective) diameter by four feet stroke of piston. Number of boilers, 
10; number of furnaces, 40; length of fire-room, 70 feet; grate sur- 
face, 860 square feet; length occupied by engines, 26}¢ feet; horse- 
power, 5,600; weight of engines including line shafting, but excluding 
the propeller, 250 tons ; weight of boilers and fixtures, 320 tons. Total 
weight of steam machinery, including water in boilers, coal bunkers 
and spare gear, but excluding propeller and its fixtures, 900 tons- 
Coal carried altogether in hold. 

Wampanoag and class U. 8. screw sloops, machinery by B. F. Isu- 
ERWOOD, designed in 1862 or 1863. 

Kind of engines—Geared to propeller shaft by cog-wheels, in the 
ratio (within a trifling fraction) of two to one; 2 cylinders, 10@ 
inches in diameter by 4 feet length of stroke of piston equal to 3 cyl,

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inders 70 inches in diameter (one-half the size of the 100 inch) by 4 


feet length of attached to propeller in the ordinary way, as in 
the other vessels. Number of boilers, 12; number of furnaces, 58 ; 


* grate surface, 1,128 square feet ; length of the two fire-rooms, over 120 


feet; length occupied by the engines, 42 feet ; length occupied by the 
engines and boilers between bulkheads, 175 feet; horse-power re- 
quired for 15 knots, provided the power absorbed in the friction of the 
engine is not more than that of vessels alluded to, 4,000 horse-power ; 
weight of engines, including line shafting, but excluding propeller, 
about 400 tons; weight of boilers and fixtures, over 400 tons; total 
weight of steam machinery, including water in boilers, coal bun- 
kers and spare gear, but excluding propeller, 1,100 tons; coal 
carried partly in hold and partly on deck. 

It is almost unnecessary to comment on the above 
statement. It will show any one who is sufficiently 
interested to tdke the trouble to examine it, that an 
enormous blunder has been committed in constructing 
the Wampanoag class. 

Such old-fashioned machinery as that of the Orlando 
and Mersey, while it is sufficient to propel the Wampa- 
noag the required 15 knots, weighs some 40 per cent. 
less, and occupies but about one-half the space in the 
vessel, and this notwithstanding the fact that the engines 
are in reality some 35 per cent. larger than the Wam- 
panoag’s. Or, if any one questions that the OMando 
or Mersey machinery in its present condition (i. e., 
without such means of forcing the combustion in the 
boiler furnaces as Mr. IsHerwoop employs in the 
Wampanoag), can drive the Wampanoag 15 knots an 
hour, they certainly cannot question that could 
be abundantly able to do so, if such extraordinary 
means as we have alluded to were employed to force 
the combustion. ‘ 

We have thus far simply exampled steam machinery 
which has not only been in practical and successful oper- 
ation for years, but is constructed in the simplest man- 
ner possible. All the machinery we have cited is pain- 
fully plain, particularly when contrasted with Mr. 
IsHERWOOD's machinery; there are no “‘gimcracks’’ 
in it of any kind; no superheaters, surface condensers, 
or other modern improvements; in a word, it is the 
ne plus ultra of engineering conservatism. Yet, with 
this old, time-honored, simple mechanism, at far less 
original cost, at far less running cost from day to day, 
far greater results are obtained, in the ordinary prac- 
tice, than from Mr. IsHERWOOD’s inventions and 


vagaries.

Tux ceremony of presenting Major-General Grorce H. 
Tuomas, U. 8. A., with a medal voted him by the Legis- 
lature of the State of Tennessee, and which took place in 
the presence of that body at Nashville, ‘Tenn., in the early 
part of this week, was extremely interesting. ‘The presen- 
tation was made at the State Capitol by Governor Brown- 
Low. Aftera few preliminary remarks, the Governor 
said : 

General, in no spirit of flattery I must be permitted to 
say to you that in the great struggle of four years which 


recently convulsed the Nation, of military commanders 
you are, perhaps, the only one that never lost a battle, and 


in the government of armies and departments never made. 


a mistake. There is something very appropriate in the 
presentation of this medal to-day and in this Capitol, on 
the anniversary of the battle of Nashville, two years 
ago to-day, when at the head of a gallant army you were 
engaged in deadly conflict with the enemies of your coun- 
try around this city; and two years ago to-morrow you 
closed out that conflict, saving the city from ruin, and send- 
ing hordes of treason-howling wretches into Dixie—away 
down South in Dixie. A portion of the enemy remained 
to receive at your hands their long-lost rights—the only 
rights that traitors are entitled to—funeral rights. ‘Trust- 
ing that you may never have occasion to command another 
army on the field of carnage, and that you may live long 
to enjoy the fruits of the victory you have contributed to 
achieve, I hand this medal over to one who will never dis- 
honor it. 

In replying to the Governor, General Tuomas made a 
very telling speech, from which we make the following ex- 
tract: “Some twenty years ago, I received my diploma at 
the Military Academy, and soon after was commissioned 
in the Army. On receiving that commission, I took an 
oath to sustain the Constitution of the United States Gov- 
ernment, and to obey all officers of this Government placed 
over me. I have feithfully endeavored to keep that oath 
as a solemn pledge on my part, to return to the Govern- 
ment some little service for the great benefit I had received 
in obtaining my education at the Military Academy of the 
Nation. While I can’t venture to speak of myself with- 
out fear of being accused of egotism, I can with pleasure 
and sincere pride speak of the brave soldiers and officers 
who at the commencement of the late war voluntarily came 
forth from the private walks of life and devoted their lives 
to the defence of the Government established by our 
fathers. It has been my pleasure on all occasions to wit- 
ness the devotion of our Army, and I to-day take pride 
in saying that no other country on earth ever produced 
such another army as that which was assembled to put 
down the Rebvllion.” 


Brevet Major-General H. L. Woop, U. 8S. Army, Com- 
missioner of the Freedmen’s Bureau for the State of Missis- 
sippi, on the 17th ult. issued a circular reviewing the oper- 
ations of the Department of the Bureau under his charge 
during the last year, and also giving his view of the best 
method of harmonizng “ the two great interests of labor 
and capital.” After considering at length the interest of 
both employer and laborer, General Woop remarks : 

For these reasons the undersigned presumes so far on the 
warrant of his kindly feeling to all the inhabitants of this 
State, and his deep and abiding interest in their prosperity 
and happiness, as to advise the general adoption, for the 
coming year, of the contract system based on giving the 
laborer a fixed interest in the crops. His firm conviction 
is, that it is the only system which can, in the present con- 
ditions of the two great elements of the agricultural interest 
in this State—capital and labor—realize the incontroverti- 
ble truth of political economy, that they should be coinci- 
dent and harmonious to produce the highest development 
of both. 

General Woop tells the employers that they will find it 
greatly to their interest to make arrangements for giving 
educational facilities to the, children of their employés, 
while he tells the laborers that they should bear the expense 
of this education. The circular contains valuable sugges- 
tions to all engaged in agricultural pursuits inthe Southern 
States, the experience of the General as a Commissioner 
of the Freedmen’s Bureau giving it additional weight.

REORGANIZATION OF THE BRITISH ARMY. 


Ao the general awakening which has befallen the Eu- 
ropean States consequent upon the Prussian deeds of arms 
jn the late war, England and France have, like the other 
Powers, each appointed a commission to examine the exist- 
ing condition of their respective military services, and to 
suggest improvements. Both Boards of officers have made 
their reports, and it is curious to mark the difference in 
their way of looking at the subject, and in the remedies 
which each has to offer. In France radical changes are re- 
commended, reaching not only the mode of making levies 
and the amount of service required from the conscripts, 
‘pt the number of men to be drawn from the population, 
and their future distribution in the different arms. If the 
advice of the Board is accepted, the new system will call 
one million and eighty thousand soldiers under arms, one 
hundred and twenty thousand new men being taken every 
year. But the Emperor is said to be dissatisfied even with 
this million of men, and to have requested his officers to try 
again. 

The suggestions of the English Commission are in singu- 
lar contrast to those of their neighbors. They first say 
that for two years there have not been a sufficient number 
of new recruits to supply the wants of the service, though 
the defiency is not yet great enough to excite uneasiness. 
Among the reasons given for this falling off are the supe- 
rior inducements of the lighter volunteer service, the grow- 
ing demand for laborers which results from the rapid emi- 
gration to this country, the excessive service abroad re- 
qaired from the British army, which amounts to expatria- 

ion for two-thirds of the soldiers’ term, and others which 
B inpliea in the corrections submitted by the Board. After 
recounting the improvements of the past five years in the 
condition and comfort of the soldiers, the report says: “Not. 
withstanding these great improvements, it is to be feared 
there is no increased disposition on the part of the youth of 
the country to look to the army as a profession.” 


The first recommendation is to make the recruiting sys- 
tem a department by itself under an Inspector-General, 
who, among other duties, is to “‘ cause to be drawn up in a 
precise form a statement of the advantages which a military 
career presents, as well as of the general conditions of ser- 
vice. This statement should be circulated throughout the 
country through the medium of magistrates, ministers of 
religion and other local authorities.’’ The establishment of 
army schools for boys ; strengthening the relations of the 
enlisted men with their homes, and giving them the privi- 
lege of beating up recruits while on furlough at the estab- 
lished rates of hand money for bringing recruits ; free issue 
offfatigue jacket for which the soldier now pays twelve shil- 
lings annually, and of forage cap ; bestowal of good con- 
duct pay after two years instead of after three years of ser- 
vice; abolishing the charge of two pence a month for wash- 
ing the barrack sheets; increase of meat ration from three- 
quarters of a pound to one pound, including bone; to send 
to India none but men over twenty yearsofage, and to use 
experienced troops for all foreign service as far as possible ; 
militia men to be allowed to enter the regular service after 
one year’s training without refunding the eighteen shillings 
and sixpence now required—these are some of the other 
remedies offered by the Board. The value of the militia as 
arecruiting corps for the active army is highly spoken of. 
The receipts from this source were, in 1862, one thousand 
and forty; 1863, one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
two; 1864, three thousand -and sixteen; 1865, one*thou- 
sand seven hundred and one. 


The present law of enlistments has fixed the following 
tale of service: Cavalry, first period, twelve years ; second 
period, twelve years ; total, twenty-four years. Artillery 
wad Engineers, first period, twelve years; second period, 
nine years ; total, twenty-one years. Infantry, first period, 
ten years ; second period, eleven years; total, twenty-one 
yan. At the expiration of the first period the soldier can 
¢laim his discharge without pension, but may re-engage if 
approved for the second term. At the termination of the 
tecond service he receives a pension of eightpence per day, 
with addition of good conduct pay acquired during his ser- 
mre In the artillery nearly two-thirds re-engage, 
and - the engineers about three-fifths, while the propor- 
Uon in the cavalry and infantry is considerably smaller. 
The Committee advise a uniform term of service for all 
wns, of twelve years in the first period and nine years in 
the second ; at the expiration of the twelve years two 
pence a day to be added to the pay as long service money 
which also holds on, when the pension is received, increas- 
ing it to this amount.

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and are prefaced by a complaint thatthe Minister of War 
has always been cramped in his efforts to provide for the 
safety of the country by the fondness of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer for bringing in every year a lessening 
budget. Great Britain and the United States are the prin. 
cipal States that rely upon the voluntary offers of their citi- 
zens for their supply of troops. In the former the army is 
kept up by the influences of a surplus population, and espe- 
cially by the great proportion of the laboring class to the 
land owners. These lose their effect in a certain degree by 
such immense emigration as America and Australia have 
drawn from Gieat Britain within the last quarter century, 
and this loss is double, for tradé also feels the abstraction of 
labor and puts up its rates of wages long before the 
Government thinks to move. That the ill will of the Irish 
toward the English is also another cause of the falling off 
in recruits cannot be doubted, for in our own Army are to 
be found thousands of fine men who would not have left so 
honored a service as that under the British flag but for this 
national feeling. In our own service the disproportion of 
pay to the ruling rate of wages is quite as great as in Eng- 
land, but we have no difficulty in raising the men we want, 
but indeed, rather the contrary. In fact, it is not too much 
to say that if soldiers serve in France because the Govern- 
ment forces them, and in England because society compels 
them, they serve in the United States because they desire it 
themselves, ; 

Thia report would clearly show, if it were not known be- 
fore, that a good army is the fruit of a sound administra- 
tion of State affairs. It will not answer to pay an army 
too little in order that the Finance Minister may have a 
handsome balance sheet, and then make up for an ineffect 
ive service by periodically raising an alarm of an enemy, 
possibly close at hand, and by this gain an extraordinary 
appropriation for military uses. Nor can an army be 
gathered if the class from which it is to be mostly made up 
are irritated and offended by a long system of contemptuous 
and oppressive treatment. In this country we labor under 
the great disadvantage that wages are very high. Not only 
now, but before the war and atall times, there is full oppor- 
tunity for every man to obtain a home and plant his own 
vine and fig tree, and above all, the pursuits of civil life 
constantly lead to high position, however lowly the adven- 
turer may have been in the start. But our military service 
is in good repute, and sought by an excellent class of men. 

The British Commission, among whose signatures we 
notice the,well known name of “ Myles O'Reilly,” further 
say : 

Perhaps on a sudden call we might assemble in the United King- 
dom some 40,000, at most 50,000, effective men of all arms of our reg- 
ular force. What is this when we look at the extent of the coast to 
be defended, or to the numbers which might be thrown on our shores 
in the course of twenty-four hours? In tormer times this country 
has been the mistress of the seas, and could afford to smile at the idea 
of invasion. It is far different now. ‘The revolution in naval archi- 
tecture hay brought all the chief maritime Powers toa level, and 
whatever our wealth and industry may enable us to achieve in the 
future, at present we can scarcely claim supremacy over one, and are 


certainly not in the condition in which we ought to be to enable us, 
as formerly, to set them all at defiance. 








Tue French commission appointed to consider the sub- 
ject of a new military system, has already reported, and 
its recommendation is said to bein part as follows. 
Maintenance of exemption; a shorter term of service, six 
instead of seven years; the normal effective strength of the 
active army to be three hundred and twenty thousand in- 
stead of four hundred and twenty thousand as at present ; 
an annual conscription of one hundred and twenty thousand 
instead of one hundred thousand, half for active service, 
and half in the reserve. The menin the reserve to re- 
main six years, but with liberty to marry after the fifth 
year. The strength of the reserve would therefore be four 
hundred and eighty thousand,one-fourth having served with 
the colors. At the expiration of this six years service,all who 
had not served entirely with the colors, but had passed a 
part or the whole of their time in the reserve, would enter 
the National Guard of two hundred and forty thousand 
This would give an army of one million and eighty 
thousand soldiers, part of whom serve ten years and part 
only eight years. But it is said the Emperor is not suited 
with this, and desires the commission to try again.

A FRENCH VIEW OF AMERICAN AND 

TRON-CLADS.. 
Ix a recent number of the Revue des deux Mondes is 
article on the battle of Lissa, which is attributed to 
Prince de Joinville. In concluding, the writer of 
above article alludes to the present naval status of America, 
England and France. In speaking of Ameri¢a he says: 
“The Americans have now fixed upon their standard 
vessel. Prodigal of money and sanguine of results, they 
have constructed a fleet of seventy iron-clads, most of 
them being Monitors, with a skin of thrée centimetres 
over their plates, and armed with enormous cast guns, 
throwing shot of 300, 600, or even 1,000 lbs., sacrificing 
velocity to mass, and preferring to ‘ rack’ and not to pierce 
the sides of their antagonists. The ram is, in their esti- 
mation, quite a secondary consideration. If the Monitor 
were only intended for duty in shallow waters where our 
larger ships could not float we should have apne, do: 
say; but when their , designers boast that they can beat 
the world, then we smile at their fanfaronades. We can 
always drive our steam rams through their Monitors, The 
Maz has shown us the way through American iron plates, 
and we shall not be slow in finding projectiles that crush 
their turrets, while their massive shot, without initial 
velocity, would be stopped without much damage by our 
tried plating; and if these Monitors should dare to ap- 
proach to close quarters, the old Kaiser, in its ent 
with the Affondatore, has proved that a plunging fire would 
pierce their decks and send them to the bottom. It is in 
the gallant breasts of such men as Farragut and Porter 
that the strength of the American}Navy consists—in those 
magnificent sailors who never seem morevat home than in 
the howlings of the storm. They would know, when the 
time came, how to make their war engines effective, how- 
ever awkwardly contrived or built.” 

The same writer speaks of England and France as fol- 
lows: “ England, forced in spite of herself into a path for 
which she has no liking, inasmuch as to adopt it is to an- 
nihilate the colossal wooden navy of which she was 80 
proud, is content to follow in our wake. She seems de- 
ficient in the science of artillery and of war shipbuilding ; 
she spends money by millions, without producing any- 
thing that gives her satisfaction; she hesitates between the 
Monitor and the iron-clad frigate, and seems afraid to 
settle definitively her course of naval action. Will she 
allow herself to be surprised like Austria at Sadowa? We 
can scarcely believe that, under a Tory Government, our 
national animosity will be gratified by such a sight. Naval 
supremacy is such a vital necessity for England, with her 
vast possessions, that it will not bs long ere she supplies 
the means of self-defence and victory to her vigorous sea- 
faring population, which it is impossible to behold about 
her coasts and harbors without admiration. Even at 
present dare we flatter ourselves that we are her superior 
in the matter of ships and guns? Has either America 
or France anything stronger than the Achilles or Minotaur, 
iron-clad frigates on the French-model? Even already 
she boasts through the press of having at last discovered 
a gun which, with Palliser’s shot, will destroy iron plates 
as Our projectiles used to pierce the wooden walls of old. 

. . . .« And /France has imparted to the. whole 
world the system now being followed—invented the iron- 
clad and the rifled gun—we would fain believe that she, at 
least, is not behind any other nation in her war matériel ; 
but public discussion supplies us with too few particulars 
to enable us to fix precisely our position, Unfortunately 
France, unlike America and England, has not treasure and 
men to squander upon her naval establishment. Art must 
supply what is wanted. We cannot blunder with im- 
punity. Any mistake that might invalidate the resources 
of our naval population or impair the efficiency of our 
staff would rouse the indignation of the as 
the ministry whose carelessness had caused it. it be 
borne in mind, the sea has its requirements; you cannot 
improvise sailors with soldiers, or captains of ships with 
regimental colonels.” 


THE GATLING GUN. 

A conTEeMPoRARY in an article on the work which is now 
going on at Colt’s Armory, at Hartford, gives the following 
description of the Gatling battery gun, one hundred of 
which are being manufactured for the United States Gov- 
ernment: 


Fifty of these will have a orie-inch bore,"and the balance 
one-half-inch bore. This gun is quite a curiosity to look 
at. The main characteristic of this terrible weapon is that 
it has a series of barrels, with a carrier and lock cylinder, 
rigidly fastened to'the main shaft, and rota simulta- 
neously and continuously by means ofa c the car- 
tridges being fed into the carrier from the feed boxes, thence 
driving endwise into the rear ends of the barrels, then ex- 
ploded and the empty cartridge cases withdrawn, without 
any pause in the operation. The incessant loading and 
firing are produced by the simplest kind of mechanism, 
there being less parts about the gun than in the Springfield 
musket. This gun can be discharged at the rate of two 
hundred shots per minute. One of its feautures is that 
there is no recoil which can affect the accuracy of the aim. 

When the gun is once sighted at a given object, the same 
aim can be maintained at the will of the operator until 
thousands of discharges take place. A lateral traim mo- 
tion of the gun may by kept up, if desired, while the gun 
is being discharged, so that a perfect sheet of balls can be 
made to sweep a section of any circle within its range. As 
there is no escape of gas at the breech, all the force of the 
powder is expended in giving velocity to the ball. A con-

First, That the .45-inch calibre ball has given the best 
result as to accuracy, penetration, and range. 

Second, That all rifle muskets and single loading car- 
bines, used in the military service, should, if practicable, 
be fitted for the same cartridge. 

Third, That the charge for muskets should be from 65 
to 70 grains of powder, and from 480 to 500 grains of lead. 

Fourth, That the Board recommends the plan of altera- 
tion submitted by H. Berdan. ‘This gives the stable 
breech-pin, secures the piece against prematnre discharge, 
and involves only a slight change of our present pattern 
of arms. The bore of our present barrel (as has been 
proved by experiments before the Board), can be reduced 
to the desired calibre by reaming out the grooves and in- 
serting a tube. 

Fifth,The Board has carefully examined the various 
patterns of new breech-loading arms presented to it, but 
tinds itself unable to recommend ,any one of them for 
adoption for future construction by the Government. 
While fully impressed with the great mechanical ingenuity 
displayed in many of the plans, no one offers advantages 
for service superior to the altered musket recommended, 
and therefore the Board considers that, in view of the 

number of excellent muzzle-loading muskets now in 
store, and the slight changes of machinery necessary to 
make new arms on that plan, should more arms be deemed 
necessary, there can be no justification for an entire change 
of model, and the great expense consequent thereon, until 
some further improvement shall be devised, producing 
aaah decided advantages than any of the arms yet pre-

Siath, The Board is not decided in the opinion whether 
it would be best to have only magazine carbines in the 
cavalry service. From past experience the Board would 
be unwilling to dispense entirely with magazine arms, and 
as these arms can be used ordinarily as single-loaders (re- 
taining a number of charges in the magazine for extraor- 
dinary occasions, free from danger of ignition in the or- 
dinary use of the gun), the only objections to their ex- 
clusive use are the additional expense of this arm over the 
simple single-loader, and the greater inconvenience of the 
use of a lever-gun compared with some patterns of the 
hinge-breoch gun which have been presented to the Board. 

In consideration of the above, and also of the manifest 
advan’ of having single-loading carbines (if needed) 
and muskets made upon the same pattern, except in length 
of barrel, the Board recommends that until a suitable plan 
for new muskets can be obtained, offering decided ad- 
vantages over the proposed plan now recommended for 
altered muskets, no single-loading carbine should be con- 
structed for the army. 

The experience of the late war, as well as all experi- 
ments by this Board, prove that the Spencer magazine 
carbine is the best service gun of this kind yet offered. 
Our experiments detected a defect in the arrangement for 
the extractor, which has been corrected by the manufac- 
turers, upon the suggestion of the Board, producing, in 
the opinion of the manufacturers themselves, a decided 
improvement in the arm, and one that will lessen much 
the liability to become disabled in the service. It is be- 
lieved, however, from models ard from experiments of the 
Board, that the magazine arm is capable of further im- 
provement; and the Board would, therefore, recommend 
some delay in adopting definitely a pattern for future con- 
struction of carbines for cavalry service.” Should new 
carbines be previously needed, it is recommended that the 
Spencer carbine, with the modified extractor, be used. 

Seventh, The Board is of opinion that for facility of 
handling, lightness, and accuracy of fire, it will be of ad- 
vantage to reduce the length of barrel, when practicable, 
to not less than thirty-three inches, retaining the present 
length of bayonet; and also that with the adoption of the 
metallic cartridge, {the present cartridge-box shou!d be 
modified.

In consideration of the great movement now on foot for 
the inauguration of an extended system of nautical edu- 
cation throughout the Atlantic States, I herewith forward, 
for the benefit of those of your rea/lers interested in this im- 
portant subject, an extract from the Report on the United 
States Naval Academy by the Board of Visitors of 1864. 

This report is from the able pen of Dr. Henry Bernard, 
and may be found at length, together with much valuable 
information on the subject of Navigation Sclools in Eng- 
land, in Bernard’s American Journal of Education. 

Were the New York Chamber of Commeree to invite 
the co-operation of the Board of Trade of Boston, they 
could, with their united influence, easily procure, through 
the House Committee on Commerce, the necessary Con- 
gressional action : 

The absence of elementary naval schools and of any 
regular instruction in navigation, the want of nationality, 
and the low condition of the seaman class generally, pre- 
vents any considerable demonstration or recognition of that 
nautical taste and aptitude for sea life in the great mass of 
the population which ought to be the basis of all special 
nautical training. To remedy this state of things, to de- 
velop and cultivate, where it exists, a desire for a maritime 
career, to provide at once a supply of intelligent, hardy, 
and well-trained seamen, mates, and masters, for the Na- 
tional as well as for the commercial marine, in time of 
peace as well as in the emergencies of a sudden or a great 
war, the visitors recommend the inauguration, under the 
auspices of the Naval Department, of a system of naviga- 
tion schools and naval instruction, in addition to and in 
connection with our present system of naval apprentice- 
ship, commensurate with the demands of the service, the 
country, and the age. As the basis of this system, they 
recommend the immediate offer of pecuniary aid to en- 
courage the establishment of a class of navigation schools 
in all the large seaports of the country, subject to thorough 
national inspection, in order to secure uniformity and effi- 
ciency. They do not deem it necessary to consider here 
the organization, management, and instruction of this class 
of schools, further than to present the outline of a system. 

1. The schools which they contemplate are not to be 
Government schools, although they will be aided and in- 
spected by the Naval Department. Their original estab- 
lishment, buildings, material, equipment, and immediate 
management will belong to the local board of trade or 
commerce representing the shipping and commercial in- 
terests of the communities in which they are located. 

Through such board, the State or municipal authorities, 
or individuals, can extend pecuniary aid for the original 
outfit or annual support. 


2. The objects aimed at in the internal constitution of 
the schools and classes will be thorough instruction in navi- 
gation, seamanship, and kindred branches, through— 

First, Evening classes for adults (seamen, mates, or 

masters), who cannot attend regularly on account of ab- 
sence from port, or engagements by day, in which the in- 
struction will necessarily be elementary and fragmentary. 
Second, A junior*department or division, in which in- 
struction in arithmetic, drawing, commercial geography, 
and statistics will be given, as well asin navigation, the 
use of instruments, calculation of observations, keeping a 
log-book, journal, ete. 
Third, A senior department, in which a thorough course 
of mathematics, navigation, nautical astronomy, steam and 
steam navigation, etc., will be given, with facilities for ac- 
quiring one or more of the languages of the nations with 
which we have large commercial dealings. 

3. The extension of any Government aid shoud be based 
on the condition that suitable buildings and material equip- 
ment are furnished and kept in repair and working order 
by the local board or committee of the same, charged with 
the immediate management of the school; and such aid 
shall be subject to reduction and withdrawal, for the suc- 
ceeding year, on the recommendation of the department 
inspectors. For the first year, the only condition should 
be the actual payment, from other sources, of an equal 
amount for the annual expense of the school, subject to the 
disposal of the local board. .For the second and subse- 
quent years, the sum paid by‘ the Government shall be ap- 
propriated in portions : 

First, A specific sum to the principal teacher and as- 
sistants, according to the grade of certificated qualification 
each may hold. 


Second, A specific sum to the managers of each school 
for the annual expense of the same, according to the 
average daily or evening attendance of the whole number 
enrolled in each class or division for a specified period of 
time in each year. 

Third, A specific sum to the managers of each school, 
according to the number of pupils who shall complete 
certain specified courses of study to the satisfaction of the 
inspectors upon examination by them. 

Fourth, A specified sum in prizes, in the form of chro- 
nometers, sextants, text-books in navigation, etc., to be 
competed for by all the pupils of each division of a school. 
Fifth, A special sum in aid of such professional ex- 
perience as can be secured for the younger members of the 
school, as is now given to naval apprentices. 

All payments by the Government should be so made as 
to secure and reward the services of able and faithful 
teachers, the regular, punctual, and prolonged attendance 
of pupils to the completion of each course which they enter, 
and the liberal co-operation of the local municipal authori- 
ties and the commercial and shipping portions of the com- 
munity in which the school is located. Without such co- 
operation, the whole plan will fail. The school need not 
be free; but let the instruction be good, practical, and 
cheap, and its possessor be sure of a lucrative employment, 
and then there will be a demand for it. 

And why should not the National Government enter 
upon this or a better devised system of training its own 
seamen and advancing its naval and commercial interests ?

lions of dollars—and which has more recently appropriated 
six millions six hundred thousand acres of public land tor 
the establishment of agricultural and scientific schools : 
the similar policy of the State Governments, that holds all 
property subject to taxation for the support of schools, 
and that authorizes the most munificent appropriations for 
free public schools in all of the large cities, which are also 
the great seaports of the country—all justify the belief 
that a system of education for this large class of the 
community, once fairly entered upon by the National Gov- 
ernment. will be cheerfully and liberaily responded to and 
In England the same necessity that exists in this country 
—the reluctance of young people in good circumstances to 
enter the maritime service—the low state of the profes- 
sional as well as general education of her seaman class— 
the enormous amount of property and the large number of 
lives directly interested in commerce and navigation—the 
reliance for properly manning the National vessels in the 
sudden emergency of war on the commercial marine—the 
representative character which mariners bear, of the re- 
ligion, manners, and civilization generally of the country, 
to all nations which they visit—the desire for the elevation 
of this large class of the population in intelligence, 
morality, and physical well-being, for its own sake, as 
well as for the happiness, safety, and glory of the whole 
country, has prompted the Government to organize a 
system of nautical education, not only for officers, gunners, 
architects, shipwrights, engineers, seamen, and boys em- 
ployed directly in the National service, but for the masters, 
mates, sailors, and boys in her large commercial marine. 
Prior to 1853 the whole reliance of that country for the 
professional education of masters and mates was their 
registration after an examination in the mere mechanical 
knowledge of navigation and seamanship. To obtain this 
knowledge reliance was placed on the economic law of sup- 
ply end demand, and in this case,\as in others of an intel- 
lectual and moral nature, the great demand was made by 
those in the greatest want. Only here and there, 
in the great seaport towns, individuals poorly qualified 
in most instances, opened schools and classes of navi- 
gation, in which instruction of the most elementary and 
mechanical character was given without system, to a very 
small number, and without supervision or responsibility. 
In 1853, after the great international exhibition had de- 
monstrated the superiority of France and other continen- 
tal nations, in the scientific as well as artistic training of 
their industrial classes, the English Government constitut- 
ed a department ot art and science to administer a large 
appropriation (amounting annually to nearly a half mil- 
lion of dollars) so as to extend encouragement to local in- 
stitutions of practical science scattered in all the principal 
centres of population and acting in every department of 
industry, all subject to the visitsof Government inspectors. 
To this department of science and art was assigned the 
extension of pecuniary encouragement to, and the i 
tion of, a class of schools which had been instituted by the 
mercantile marine department of the Government Board 
of Trade, in connection with local boards of commerce and 
trade, for the benefit of the navigation interests of the 
country. These schools, in 1863, had increased to eighteen 
—each in an important seaport—each under the manage- 
ment of a local committee—each having a fair attendance 
of boys, seamen, mates, and masters, who all paid small 
fees. The system is still in its infancy, but continues to 
enjoy the confidence of the Government and of the large 
commercial houses. 

Nor is this system of governmental aid and i ion 
of marine and navigation schools confined to England. In 
all the continental states in which the commerce is large 
enough to require the aid of Government in any form for 
its protection,;as,well as for the indirect advantage of the 
navy, this class of schools exists ; and in some the national 
policy in this respect is most comprehensive and thorough. 
In France, the Government, in its gigantic efforts within 
the last twenty-five years to establish a navy, which in the

Third. Paragraph 19, Revised Army Regulations, di- 
rects that all vacancies in established corps to the rank of 
colonel, shall be filled by promotion “ according to senior- 
ity,” and Seetion 37, of the act of July 28, 1866, provides 
“that the existing Army Regulations shall remain in force 
until otherwise directed,” thus reaffirming the principle 
laid down in Paragraph 19 of the present regulations. 

Under the act of July 5, 1838, an increase was made in 
the Quartermaster’s Department of two Colonels and two 
lieutenant-colonels. Those vacancies were filled by pro- 
motion according toseniority. By the act of August 3, 
1861, Section 3 (page 481, Cullan), one colonel, two lieu- 
tenant-colonels and four majors were added, all of which 
vacancies were filled by the seniority rule, which has never 
been violated except in the cases of Colonel I. E. Johns- | 
ton, appointed Quartermaster-General, on the death of 
Gated Jesus, and in the appointment of General Meigs. 
The seniority rule has never been violated in the promotion 
of officers w the rank of brigadier-general until the 
oom time, and the effect now will be to create rivalry, 

iscord and hard feelings in the corps. 

During the discussion of the Army bill last session, it 
was decided, and rightly so decided, that persons entering 
that corps from the Volunteer forces should commence at 
the bottom of the list, and take their chances with the rest ; 
how much more forcible is the same line of argument now. 
The promotions so far as published, show that one cap‘ain, 
who entered the service as assistant quartermaster of 
Volunteers in 1861, is promoted over the heads of twenty- 
five of his seniors, any one of whom has served as faithful- 
ly, as honorably, and as acceptably as he. Others are 
promoted from major to colonel by overslaughing four and 
five seniors, and the result cannot but be detrimental to the 
interests of the service. 

This article is written with the hope that the attention 

_ of the Senate may be drawn to the subject, and that the 
gross injustice contemplated by the War Department may 
be defeated, but with no desire to detract from the merits of 
any of the officers who are promoted, for no one can deny 
that they rendered valuable service during the war, nor 
can they deny that they got well paid for it. “ Fiat justi 
tia ruat Calum.” JUSTICE. 





HOW THE ARMY SHOULD BE PAID. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir:—Seven-eights ofthe enlisted men in the service con- 
sider pay day as an extra Fourth of July, a day to be de- 
voted to a grand frolic. As the garrison is more or less under 
the influence of liquor for two or three days, discipline is 
bad, as only a few of the most disorderly men can be Court- 
martialed. Who does not know of the various experiments 
tried by company commanders to avoid the pay day practice, 
by placing overall the liquor shops, or the reverse,by 

urchasing liquor a few days before and giving such men as 
jlesired it a drink at each meal, in hopes that they would 
not consider liquor a luxury, and would behave themselves 
when paid; or by giving furloughs to all the drinking 
men? What soldier has not heard his commander say to 
some el t old soldier (whose only weakness was 
liquor), “‘ leave the post and don’t let me see your face until 
you have spent every cent of your pay ?”’ The following 
extract from a soldier's letter dated Sackett’s Harbor six or 
seven months since, illustrates pay day: ‘Pay day has 
with the usual result; the guard-house is full of 
enians, and a General Court-martial in prospect.”

European soldiers are paid daily or weekly. Why can 
not we be paid weekly? ‘The importance now given to 
pay day would soon pass away; soldiers would in a short 
time become accustomed to having money in their pockets 
and would feel and act like men, not like boys on a holiday 
with a pocket full of money to squander. Pay is not so 
necessary in the field, as there is nothing to buy; but in gar- 
rison, and especially near cities, soldiers spend their pay in 
two days after they receive it, and for eight or ten weeks 
walk the streets penniless. 

Soldiers in morals and honesty are not governed by the 
rules of citizens, but by the conventional customs of their 
brother soldiers. As school and college boys consider it 
right to steal fruit and chickens, soldiers (and especially re- 
cruits), since the war, I am sorry to say, have added their 
brother soldier’s clothing to their list of articles that it is 
conventionally correct to steal. That is, soldiers a//ow their 
clothing to be taken and sold, receiving a portion of the 
proceeds. If paymasters visited posts every two or three 
months, and turned over to company commanders the ne- 
funds for payments, and company commanders 

ir companies every Saturday at noon, soldiers 
be benefited, and two-thirds of the Courts-martial 
dispensed with. Noone will object to weekly payments

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A little money every week to attend the theatre, or buy 

that strikes his fancy, will soon (by removing 

the temptation) do away with the selling of clothing. As 

for fruit and chi until gentlemen’s sons at school and 

college give up stealing them for fun, soldiers will hardly 
give up stealing them in earnest. 

The weekly pay (three dollars and seventy-five cents) is 
not much. of it the soldier pays his laundress, buys 
his white gloves, blacking,and cleaning materials; pays for 
altering his clothing, etc. It is a weak head indeed (too 
weak for a soldier) that cannot sperd the balance in liquor 
and attend Sunday morning inspection in good order. 
There are very few soldiers who would not be satisfied and 
well-behaved for six days if they could have a small spree 
on the Sabbath day. Op Souter.

THE PARDON OF PICKETT. 


MONG the earliest applicants for Presidential 
pardon, after the collapse of the Confederacy, was 
Major-General Grorcr E. Picxerr. His petition 
was filed in June, 1865, a few days after the surrender 
of JounsTon’s army. It so happened that General 
PIcKETT was one of the very few Confederate officers 
against whom an indignant call for justice had echoed 
throughout the loyal States. Only a few other names— 
such as those of Forrest, BEAUREGARD, WINDER, 
“W1nz—were mentioned in the same list with his. And 
to the honor of the loyal North be it spoken, no cry for 
vengeance was ever raised against its abject foes, ex- 
cept that cry of our common humanity for the retri- 
bution of hellish cruelties and violations of the laws 
of war. Wrongly or rightly, General Picketr’s name 
was included in this latter dark catalogue of infamy. 
The crime charged against him was that of murdering, 
by hanging, twenty or more Union soldiers in North 
Carolina, in the Spring of 1864. 

The facts in the case are admitted on all sides’ The 
Union soldiers were executed as alleged, PicKETT, as 
commander of the Department, ordering the execu- 
tion. His defence is that the men were all deserters 
from Confederate service, and were convicted and 
sentenced by court-martial; and he pleads ‘also the 
parole of Appomattox Court-house, in which he was 
included. Upon the latter point, the treaty with 
Lzg, it seems to us that the only lawful interpretation 
is this: The parole enured as a substantial protection 
for all whom it embraced, against molestation on the 
charge of having taken up arms in the Rebellion. But 
it did not furnish a shield for any violations of the 
laws of war while so bearing arms ; nor could General 
GRANT or any other officer give such a guarantee, 
even had he the disposition. This interpretation, 
once condemned in some quarters, we believe, for its 
latitude, we broached immediately after the treaty had 
been struck at Appomattox Court-house, elabomgting 
it in a series of articles. Merely referring, therefore, 
to that former argument, ws content ourselves now 
with restating its conclusion, as above, in the belief 
that it has never yet been successfully controverted. 

Since Pickerr's case, therefore, falls under this 
general rule, the only remaining question is whether 
he did or did not violate the rules of civilized warfare. 
Now, General Grant, in a favorable endorsement 
upon.one of PICKETT's petitions, while declaring, in 
not over-violent terms, of Pickert’s hanging of the 
Union soldiers, that ‘‘the punishment was a harsh 
*fone,”’ and that the act was ‘‘what cannot well be 
“‘sustained,”’ also clearly intimates that it was 
“lawful for any belligerent.’’ On the other hand, the 
Board of Investigation appointed by General RucER 
in October, 1865, after the close of the war, to inquire 
into the alleged murder, found that the soldiers 
hanged ‘‘ had belonged to the local North Carolina 
“*servioe, and never had been Confederate soldiers.”’ 
This Board also reported: 

Curmrow Cox, who was arraigned upon the eame charge, was saved 
from the fate of the others by the testimony of a Captain G. W. Cox 


(Captain of a North Carolina company), that Ciiwrow Cox belonged 
to his company, but that he had not deserted, because he did not 


oy 
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‘Witnesses and counsel were denied to other men, and they were 
bung, while their cases were parallel, but less aggravated. It is the 
opinion of the Board that farther investigation would prove that 
Exzan Kutium never had been either in the local or Confederate 
service, but that he was fraudulently reported as conscripted by a 
Captain Wirsor, of Jones County, North Carolina, enrolling officer 
in the Rebel service. 

General GRANT’s answer to this is that ‘‘ the pun- 
‘*ishment was a harsh one, but it was in time of war, 
‘and when the enemy, no doubt, found it necessary 
“to retain, by some power, the services of every man 
“‘within his reach.”’ This distinction between “‘ lo- 
“cal” and “‘ Confederate” troops was, therefore, a 
species of “‘ States’ Rights’’ which a Southern Gen- 
eral would be slow to recognize when pinched for men ; 
and it was needful to make a terrible warning for the 
loyal North Carolinians who had been conscripted into 
Rebel seryice. : 

In brief, therefore, a charitable man would find 
grounds for acquitting Pickett of the strict charge of 
violating the rules of war in hanging our Union sol- 
diers; while a man of retaliatory spirit would proba- 
bly hang him upon the same spot where the patriots 
perished. If it be admitted, however, that PickEtT’s 
excuse isa good one, as the General Commanding 
implies, yet it must be remembered that it only places 
him, after all, on a par with other Confederate paroled 
officers. It has shielded him from punishment on the 
charge of lawless warfare in this special case, but it 
has left him where LEE, and JoHNsTon, and Braaa, 
and other of his fellow-officers are, i. e., protected, 
but “‘unpardoned.”” Now, it is doubtless true that 
in PIcKETT’s case, as in that of all the others, if se- 
curity from the pursuit of a court-martial is guaran- 
teed, the mere reception of ‘‘ the Executive clemen- 
**oy”’ will cease to be a matter of concern. For 
PICKET?’s anxiety has only been not to incur the risk 
menaced by General RuGer’s Board, whose opinion 
was that he “‘ had violated the rules of war and every 
“ principle of humanity, and was guilty of crimes too 
** heinous to be excused by the United States Govern- 
** ment, and, therefore, that there should be a military 
“commission immediately appointed for his trial.’’ 
And in like spirit Judge Hott recommended, a year 
ago, ‘‘that Picketr be at once arrested for trial,’’ 
because, as the Judge-Advocate says, ‘‘ public justice 
“forbids that the blood of these murdered men 
“should cry in vain from their dishonored graves for 
** vengeance.” “ 

Supposing, for a moment, however, that General 
PICKETT js really seeking, not only parole protection, 
but “‘ pardon,” we cannot see how he is worthier of 
it than other Confederate Generals whose petitions 
were as prompt, but have not yet been granted. After 
colored troops had been regularly enrolled in the Union 
service, PicKETT wrote to General Peck: ‘‘I would 
‘* respectfully inform you that, had I caught any negro 
“who had killed officer, soldier, or citizen of the 
** Confederate States, I should have caused him to be 
‘*immediately executed.’’ In a similar spirit he an- 
swers General Peck'’s remonstrances about the twen- 
ty-two hanged Union soldiers by a sarcastic rejoinder, 
that ‘‘ your letter and list will, of course, prevent any 
** mercy being shown any of the remaining number.”’ 
In short, we cannot see why General PIcKETT's case 
is any more worthy of immediate sympathy than that 
of General J. E. Jounston, for example. When 
Forrest, and BEAUREGARD, and Mossy, and QuAN- 
TRELL are ‘‘ pardoned,’’ as doubtless they will be in 
due time, Pickett ought to be pardoned also. 








‘* PrIncE MAXIMILIAN,”’ as our diplomatic dispatch- 
es style him, has resolved to stay in Mexico and fight 
for his crown. The more’s the pity, because this 
resolve forebodes a deadlier struggle than ever for 
the domination of Mexico. But, in the proclamation 
which the Emperor makes, he has a saving clause. 
He is soon to convoke a National Congress ‘‘ on the 
**most ample and liberal basis, where all political 
‘* parties can participate; and this Congress shall de- 
**cide whether the Empire shall continue in future.”’ 
The tone of this Imperial document is, it must be con- 
fessed, modest and unpretentious ; and the resolve to 
fight it out-is a gallant one. It must be owned, too, 
that the Imperial party is still powerful, and has both 
men and money at its command ; the public rejoicing 
in the City of Mexico on the announcement being 
doubtless sincere. All this is the more unfortunate, 
as tending to protract the coming struggle. 

The question arises as to the policy of our own

Government under this new phase of affairs. It 
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seems to us that we are already fully committe 
against the Mexican Empire in any form, and with 
whatever new guarantees. The tone of our 
and our people, the tone of Congress, as the 
sentatives of the people, has long been steady in that 
direction. And, Mr. SEwarp himself long ago ex- 
plained that it was not merely French occupation of 
Mexico, but the forcible setting up of an Empire on 
the ruins of the Republic, against the will of the peo 
ple, that gave umbrage to us. “* It was not,” said he 
substantially, in an early dispatch, ‘‘ the presence of 
‘* foreign troops in Mexico, still less that those troops 
“were French,” that caused the remonstrance of our 
Government, but the forcing of an Imperial yoks 
upon this sister Republic, and placing a transatlantic 
prince upon the throne. The removal of the French 
troops is, therefore, the removal of only a part of the 
difficulty. And whatever objections our Government 
ever entertained to the existence of Maxnntan’s 
Empire are in full force now. 
It has been suggested that some secret arrangement 
still exists between NAPOLEON and MAXIMILIAN for 
the support of the latter on histhrone. But there is 
no evidence of so monstrous a duplicity. The open 
rupture between patron and protégé, the sad story 
revealed upon the mission of Empress CARLOorrA, the 
definite promises of NAPOLEON’S ministers to our 
Secretary of State, all show that France abandons 
Mexico. Indeed, the latest news is that, on the issue 
of MAaxrMILIAn’s proclamation, Marshal Bazame 
put out areply, declaring that the French troops 
would hereafter remain perfectly neutral, taking no 
part in Mexican affairs. It is clear, therefore, that, 
in the residue of the game, MAXIMILIAN must play 
alone. 








OnE of the main questions for what is left of 1866 
is, Where is JAMES STEPHENS? It is the great Head 
Centre’s destiny always to mystify the human race as 
to his whereabouts. He did so when he first appeared 
on the theatre of war in Ireland; when he had been 
clapped into jail public anxiety was quieted ; but fate 
broke his fetters to let him loose again for the general 
disquietude. At length he came to the surface in 
Paris, and took wine with the Marquis DE Borssy. 
Again he disappeared, and turned up in America. 
When popular enthusiasm had died away, and popu- 
lar curiosity had had a respite, he disappeared anew; 
and now, we repeat, the topic for the tag of the year 
is, Where is STEPHENS? Compared with this, the 
national anxiety to identify the individual who com- 
mitted an assault and battery on one W. PATrERsON 
is of slight importance. 

So long as, in Hibernian fashion, the Fenian Circle 
with us was an ellipse, with a pair of head-centres at 
the foci, public gaze was distracted between the 
Roserts and the O’Manoney. * But the advent of 
STEPHENS among us collected and converged on him 
all popular glances, and lesser dignitaries paled their 
fires. The burden of the song sung by the STEPHENS 
during his sojourn among us was this: that before 
the New Year ‘‘an Irish army would be fighting in 
“‘Treland.”” Ten days yet remain wherein to fulfil 
this prophecy. Much may be accomplished in ten 
days. Let us patiently await a full fortnight before 
sinking the name of STEPHENS as low among the 
false prophets as that of our own SEWARD. 

All England, meanwhile, is agog for news of Si 
PHENS. The cable has been thrilling with reports 
(contradicted next day) of his apparition. He isa 
ubiquitous as was BEAUREGARD. He is in London, 
Dublin, Norfolk, Paris, hasn’t left America. Upon 
the whole, he isn’t anywhere ; and the unlucky person 
arrested on the charge of resembling STEPHENS W# 
not that, but another man. Just two years ag0 cur 
country had a famous man missing, amid anxiety even ° 
greater. ‘‘ Where is SHeRMAN?”’ was the univers 
cry at that time, until he answered the question ™ 
person.

In writing, last week, of the relative power in our 
ghite and our colored troops to resist disease, and to 
sustain the hardships of military service, a mere slip 
of the pen made us award the superiority in this re- 
spect to the colored troops. The error, however, was 
obvious, as the figures in the paragraph showed clearly 
that our intended conclusion was just the reverse. 

The facts showing the superior endurance of the 
white soldier were, in that instance, derived from the 
Medical Bureau. But the Provost-Marshal’s records 
sil] more amply prove the same statement. These 
latter documents contain a total roll of 280,420 patriot 
soldiers who died for the Union in the late war. 
These were not all, of course, whose names ought to 
be on the roll of honor, nor do these returns estimate 
the maimed heroes, the wounded, the diseased, who 
have since the compilation died from the effects cf 
military service. But of these 280,420, a little over 
one-third died in battle, or of wounds, while the re- 
maining two-thirds fell a prey to disease. Of this 
latter class, numbering 184,331, the number of 26,211 
were colored, and 158,120 were whites. But the total 
sumber of white troops enlisted was 2,500,000 men; 
while that of the colored troops was only 180,000. So 
that while there died of disease (exclusive of wounds) 
about one in sixteen among the white troops, among 
the colored there died nearly one in seven! That is 
to say, the death rate from disease among the colored 
troops was more than double that among the whites. 
Moreover, while among the white troops the pro- 
portion of deaths from disease to that of deaths in 
battle or from wounds was as five to three, in the 
colored troops it was as eight to one. And the total 
deaths from all sources among the whites was one in 
ten, while among the colored soldiers it was one in 
six. Thus it will be seen that the present physical 
condition of the white man is doubly better fitted 
than that of the negro to endure the hardships of 
military service. It would be interesting, however, 
to know what difference there was in this respect be- 
tween the Northern free colored men and the enlisted 
freedmen of the Seuth.

Tue petitions for an increase of the pay of Army officers 
continue to come in. The Senate Military Committee have 
now under consideration the bill which passed the House 
at the last session, to reduce and settle the pay of officers 
of the Army. The bill fixes the pay of each officer, and 
does away with the present system of pay and rations. 
The Army officers, generally, are in favor of this bill. It 
is really imperative that something be done soon, and we 
hope the Committee will not let the subject fail to receive 
immediate and careful consideration. 


On motion of Mr. Winson, the Committee on Military. 


Affairs were discharged from the further consideration of a 
bill to increase the military peace establishment of the 
United States, the subject having been disposed of at last 
session. 

The joint resolution respecting the publication of the 
Volunteer Army Register was re-committed to the Mili- 
tary Committee. The resolution requires the Secretary 
of War to cause to be cancelled the volumes of the Roster 
of Volunteers already printed, and that the roster com- 
piled, as directed by the joint resolution, approved March 
2, 1865, be published in accordance with a plan submitted 
by the Superintendent of Public Printing. 

The Secretary of War was directed to furnish, for the 
information of the Senate, copies of the Report of the As- 
sistant-Commissioners of the Freedmen’s Bureau, to- 
gether with synopses of the local laws respecting persons 
of color as they now exist in the late slave States. 

In the House the subject of the burning of the ew 
Ironsides was promptly taken up, Mr. Branpaces, of 
Uonn. (evidently having an eye to New Zondon), offering 
a resolution (which was adopted) instructing the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs to inquire into and report on all 
the facts connected with the destruction by fire of the iron- 
clad war steamer New JIronsides, on the night of the 15th 
of December, together with such recommendations as the 
facts may demand, with power to send for persons and 
papers, and to report at any time. Mr. WasHBURNE 
favured the resolution, but said he would like the gentle- 
man from Connecticut to state the facts connected with 
the destruction of the magnificent fron -clad. Mr. Branpa- 
cue declined to make any statement at present. It was a 
subject of importance, and one on which the House and 
the country should be informed. It would be indecorous 
to make any statement on ez parte testimony, such as had 
been published in the newspapers. 

Mr. Branpaaeg, from the Naval Committee, reported a 
bill for payment to Commander Press, of the Navy, his 
pay from the 16th of July, 1862, as if the order discharg- 
ing him had never been issued. A dis cussion arose on the 
bill, Mr. Wasusurne, of Illinois, opposing it on the 
ground that it proposed to give pay to this officer for the 
time he was out of the service. The bill was finally re- 
ferred to the Committee on Claims. Mr. Van AgRNAM 
offered a resolution (which was referred) instructing the 
Committee on Claims to inquire into the propriety of di- 
recting the proper disbursing officer to pay a Treasury 
draft of $200 given in settlement of the claims of Captain 
Ayprew Smitu, of the Twenty-first New York Cavalry. 
Mr. Morrruu introduced a joint resolution (which was 
referred) to pay a pension of $25 per month to the widow 
of Surgeon James Firzparricx, of Middlesex County, 
Connecticut, he having died of wounds received while act- 
ing as Surgeon in the Army. 

On motion of Mr. Wentworts, the Secretary of the 
Treasury was directed to communicate the progress made 
in the erection of the new Marine Hospita 1, at Chicago, 
and the Secretary of War was also directed to report what 
disposition had been made ef the money appropriated for 
the improvement of Chicago Harbor at the last session. 
Mr. Wasusurvz introduced a joint resolution authorizing 
the President to nominate, and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, to appoint Lieutenant Commander S. L 
Breezss to the active list of the Navy, with the rank to 
which he may be entitled. Referred to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs. Also, a bill to fix the compensation of the 
Officers of the Revenue Cutter Service. Referred to the 
Committee of Commerce. 


On motion of Mr. Lawrence the Committee on Pensions 
were instructed to inquire into the expediency of amend- 
ing the pension laws so as to provide that in all cases where 
it is proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, that any soldier of the United States, during the Re- 
bellion, died in any Rebel prison, it shall, for all purposes 
of pensions in such case be deemed prima facie evidence 
that such persons died of disease contracted in the service 
of the United States in the line of his duty. 

Communications were received from the Secretary of 
War, transmitting a statement of the names of persons em- 
ployed in the Coast Survey, with the. expenditure of the 
office; from the Secretary of the Navy as to Ordnance and 
Ordnance Stores, in reply to a House resolution of the 6th 
instant, offered by Mr. Broomaty. The latter shows that, 
in addition to the common and other stores at the several 


Navy-yards and depots, there are now on board of the ves- 
sels of the Navy in commission, 1,029 cannon of all cali- 
bres, with carriages and equipments, and 1,000 rounds of 
ammunition for each. , ‘ 

On motion of Mr. Taytor, the Secretary of War was di- 
rected to furnish any information in the War Department 
in reference to the New Orleans riot of 30th of July last, 
including any telegraphic dispatches sent or received, also 
reports and testimony taken before the Military Commis- 
sion in the matter. : 

The House Military Committee have had under consid- 
eration the question of allowing the Government to issue 
duplicate discharges where they have been lost or destroyed 
without the fault of the soldiers. The Committee are of 
opinion that some legislation ought to be adopted to enable 
such to receive their bounty, the War Department having 
refused to pay any additional bounty unless they present 
their discharge. To show the extent to which soldiers’ 
discharges have been lost, 18,000 went to the Dead Letter 
office during the last year. a 

Mr. Dawes offered a resolution directing the Select 
Committee on the murder of United States soldiers in 
South Carolina to investigate also the facts connected with 
the confinement in jail, in the same State, of ‘Hzyry Mir- 
LER, under the sentence of death for the alleged crime of 
desertion from the Rebel army, and acting as a spy for 
General Suerman during the late war. He said he had 
called upon the President in reference to the matter, but 
he said he would telegraph to General Stcxuzes. Hoe had 
this moment received a telegram from General Stcxies 
stating that Miter was indicted under a charge of high- 
way robbery. Mr. Maynanrp desired that the Committee 
should also be instructed to inquire into similar tranr, 
actions elsewhere. A son of a colleague of his (NELsow) 
had gone into South Carolina with General Stoneman near

ments: 

In this connection the bureau is gratified in being able to state that 
the grave question of constructing a carriage upon whicha fifteen- 
inch gun can be safely handled in broadside in any weather in which 
an action may be fought at sea, has been settled. During the past 
year a gun of that calibre has been mounted upon an iron carriage 
and slide, designed by Mr. Ericsson, and placed on a heavy scow 
belonging to the Ordnance Department of the New York Navy-yard 
The scow was then towed to the neighborhood of Sandy Hook, and 
the gun repeatedly fired, and controlled in its movements, when the 
rolling and pitching motion was excessive. A further trial of this 
carriage will soon be made at sea, and the bureau has every reason to 
believe that the results will confirm those obtained in the trials at 
Sandy Hook. 

The chief difference between this gun-carriage ana that 
used in the Monitors during the late war lies in the em- 
ployment of a rotary compressor or friction-gear for taking 
up the recoil. The advantage of the new gun-carriage is 
that the compressor is always in contact, and thus all those 
handling the gun have to do, is to load, run out and fire 
No time is lost in tightening or loosening the compressor 
By merely dropping a catch the gun is so locked as to be 
secure from any danger which may arise from the motion 
of the ship, no matter how violent. Captain Scort, of the 
British Navy, who plagairized the original gun-carriage, 
should have his attention called to this impr ovement.

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REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


Tus report of Brevet Major-General E. D. Townsend, 
Assistant Adjutant-General U.S. Army, which accom- 
panied the report of the Secretary of War, contains many 
interesting details, The following extracts, however, will 
give a good idea of its contents. The report commences 
as follows: 

Str :—On the 3ist day of May, 1865, the regiments of 
the Regular Army, as authorized by law, consisted of—Six 
regiments of Cavalry, each of 12 companies, 72 companies ; 
five regiments of Artillery, each of 12 companies, 60 com- 
— ten regiments of Infantry, composed each of one 

talion of 10 companies, and nine regiments of Infantry, 
each of three battalions of 8 companies, 316 companies. 

Owing to the draft u the country for Volunteers and 
consequent difficulty in recruiting for the Regulars, as 
well as the reg wer of Regular officers in higher com- 
mands with the Volunteers, there were at the date above 
mentioned one hundred and fifty-three companies not or- 





As soon as the disbanding of the Volunteer regiments 
was commenced, a new impetus was given to the Regular 
recruiting, and the unorganized companies were very rap- 
idly filled and assigned to stations to replace disbanded 
Volunteers, and were all completed by the middle of July, 
1866, 

By the act cf July 28, 1866, ‘‘to increase and fix the 
military establishment,” the Regular regiments were 
com as follows: Ten regiments of Cavalry, each of 12 
companies, 120 companies; five regiments of Artillery, 
each of 12 companies, 60 companies ; Forty-five regiments 
of Infantry, each of 10 companies, 450 companies. 

Of these, two regiments of oy! and four of Infantry 
are composed of colored men; and four regiments of In- 
fantry of men who have been wounded in the line of their 
duty while serving in the Army ef the United States. 

Immediately on the passage of the act the necessary or- 
ders were issued detailing officers to recruit. 

One new regiment of white Cavalry was assigned to the 
Pacific coast, and recruiting for it directed to be immediate- 
ly commenced. At this date recruits enough to form one- 
half the number of companies have been raised in Califor- 
nia, and sent from the depot at Carlisle. The remaining 
six companies will be recruited on or before the end of 
November. 


The second new regiment of white Cavalry was assigned 
io Lieutenant-General Sherman's division of the Missouri, 
and its ranks were wholly recruited by the 15th of Sep- 
tember, 1866. It is now at Fort Riley, Kansas. 

Of the fifty-four companies required to convert into 
regiments of ten companies each the battalions of the nine 
three-battalion regiments, thirty have already been organ- 
ized and sent to their regiments. At the past and present 
rate of recruiting, every company in the Army will be 
brought to its proper standard of strength by the 10th of 
November, 1866, and this would have been accomplished 
ata still earlier date but for interruptions in movements of 
detachments, occasioned by prevalence of the cholera in 
parts of the country through which they must, pass en route 
to their stations. 

Of the four Veteran Reserve regiments, to be composed 
of men who have been wounded, one has been assigned to 
the Department of Washington, one to the Department of 
the Fart, one to the Department of the Lakes, and one to 
the Department of the Tennessee. These men will be use- 
fully employed in furnishing guards and watchmen to 
the storehouses, public cemeteries, etc., clerks and messen- 
gers to public offices, and in such other duties as their 
physical strength will permit. 

Of the colored regiments, one of Cavalry and one of In- 
fantry were assigned to the division of Lieutenant-General 
Sherman ; one of Cavalry and two of Infantry to the De- 
partment of the Gulf, under Major-General Sheridan, and 
one of Infantry, to be raised on the Atlantic coast, under 
superintendence of its colonel. The orders for recruiting 
these regiments were framed so as to avoid interference 
with contracts that had been made by freedmen for labor, 
and contemplated the enlistment of as many of those who 
were serving in colored Volunteer organizations as were 
willing to continue in the Army. ‘To save time Volunteer 
officers were detailed to collect recruits without waiting for 
the issue of appointments to those who were to be commis- 
sioned for them. ‘The success in recruiting these regiments 
has been greater in Louisiana and Texas than elsewhere, 
but an early organization of the entire force is confidently 
expected. 

The strength of companies, as now authorized by law, is 
a minimum of fifty privates, which may, at the discretion 
of the President, be carried up to a maximum of one hun- 

* dred privates in the Cavalry and Infantry arm, and to one 
hundred and twenty-two privates in the Artillery arm. 
For the present sixty-four privates has been fixed as the 
standard for all companies, except the ten batteries of light 
Artillery, which require and are allowed one hundred and 
twenty two. 

This will make the strength of the Army 54,302, rank 
and file, susceptible, by law, of increase to 75,382, rank 
and file. The on the 30th of September 
was: Of regiments, 37,545; of recruits in depot, 1,000 ; 
total, 38,545. 

The above statement does not include the 1,000 Indian 
scouts authorized by section six of the act approved July 
28, 1866. Of these, 600 were authorized to be raised by 
Lieutenant-General Sherman for his division, 200 by Major- 
General Halleck for the division of the Pacific, and 200 by 

General Sheridan for the Department of the Gulf. 
October 1, 1865, to October 1, 1866, 36,674 re- 
cruits were enlisted for the Regular Army. This branch 
of the service has been most efficiently conducted under the 
superintendence of Colonel William B. Royall, and his 


successor, Brevet Brigadier-General W. N. Grier, for the 
Cavalry arm, and of Brevet Major-General Cooke, and his 
successor, Brevet Major-General Butterfield, for the Ar- 
tillery and Infantry.

VOLUNTEER SERVICE. 

The number of Volunteers borne on the returns of 
armies, military divisions, and departments on the Ist of 
May, 1865, was reported at 985,516. Subsequent to that 
date the number of white and colored troops taken up on 
the returns was 48,548, which, added to this first, made the 
entire number to be mustered out 1,034,064. 

MUSTERS OUT OF SERVICE. 

The last annual report of the Adjutant-General brought 
down the operations of the Department in mustering out 
the Volunteer Army tothe 15th November, 1865, to which 
date, 800,963 had been discharged. 

The following is a statement of the numbers mustered 
out up to the dates set opposite them, showing the rapidity 
with which the work was continued after that time: Jan. 
20, 1866, 918,722; Feb. 15, 1866, 952,452; March 10, 1866, 
967,887; May 1, 1866, 986,782; June 30, 1866, 1,010,670 ; 
Nov. 1, 1866, 1,023,021; leaving in service 11,043 Volun- 
teers, colored and white. 

PROVOST MARSHAL-GENERAL’S BUREAU. 

Pursuant to the provisions of section 33 of the “ act to 
increase and fix the military peace establishment of the 
United States,” approved July 28, 1866, the burean and 
office of the Provost Marshal-General of the United States

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Orders No. 66, War Department, Adjutant- 
August 20, 1866, all business ing in any way to the 
Provost Marshal-General’s Bureau, or the raising of troope, 
with all the accounts and claims connected therewith, of 
whatever character or date, or whensoever incurred Were 
transfered to the Adjutant-General of the Army, to whom, 
all records, papers,-funds, and property were turned over 
The Adjutant-General was authorized to retain such officers 
and clerks as were required, and directed to reduce the 
force from time to time as it could be done without detri- 
ment to the public service. The regulations and orders 
framed for the Provost Marshal-General’s Bureau, in go far 
as they were applicable, were continued in force. 
ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S OFFICE. 
In addition to the distinctive branches already referred 
to, there are four others immediately connected with this 
office, as follows: 
1. The subject of commissions under Brevet Brigadier. 
General J. C. Kelton, Assistunt Adjutant-General. This 
branch embraces thé preparation and issue of all letters of 
appointment and commissions to officers appointed by the 
President, and their accurate registry; the regulating of 
proper suecession and promotion of officers ; preparation of 
orders of promotion and Army registers; ordnance ser. 
geants’, hospital stewards’, and sutlers’ warrants; the 
solution of numerous questions of rank and of pay depend. 
ing on dates of appointment and acceptance of commis. 
sion, and of questions of organization of the Army under 
acts of Congress. Some little idea may be formed of the 
scope of this class of duties by the fact that over ten thou. 
sand commissions, brevetsand other, have been issued since 
November 1, 1865, for Regular and Volunteer officers, 
2. The preparation and distribution of all special orders, 
the measures for apprehension and trial of deserters, the 
miscellanous correspondence with general and staff officers 
of the Regular and Volunteer Army, and regimental offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, relating to leaves of absence, 
changes of station, etc., and the recruiting service for the 
Regular Army, details of which have been given above, 
have bean under the immediate direction of Brevet Briga 
dier-General Robert Williams, Assistant Adjutant-General, 
who has arranged the detail and assignment of recruiting 
officers, the drawing of requisitions for funds to supply 
them, the assignment and forwarding of detachments from 
depots to regiments, the preparation of instructions to 
superintendents, and the correspondence with officers con- 
cerning accounts, returns, etc. 
In addition to these duties, on the transfer of Brevet 
Brigadier-General Nichols, Assistant Adjutant-General, to 
the Headquarters Division of the Missouri, General Wil- 
liams was charged with correspondence on miscellaneous 
subjects, such as relate to reports of generals, claims, etc., 
which involves the investigation of all matters of a general 
nature upon which reports are to be made to the War De- 
partment and General-in-chief, and with the proper filing 
of letters received. 
3. Brevet Brigadier-General Samuel Breck, Assistant 
Adjutant-General, is charged with the preparation and dis- 
tribution of all books of military regulation and instruction 
which are used in the Army, and of all blank forms for 
muster-rolls, returns, etc. ; with the custody and correction 
of returns, enlistments and muster-rolls, showing the 
strength and military history of every soldier, together 
with the numerous questions requiring patient and labori- 
ous examination, and voluminous correspondence touching 
all that relates to soldiers, such as answering inquiries from 
the accounting, pension, and pay offices, and from rela- 
tives; removing charge of desertion; settling claims for 
horses lost; discharge of minors, etc.; the arrangement 
and care of old records collected from commands broken 
up, and the preparation, under a special act of Congress, 
ofa register of every Volunteer organization received into 
the United States service during the Rebellion. 
4. Brevet Colonel H. C. Wood, Assistant Adjutant- 
General, is charged with the preparation of all orders is- 
sued on Court-martial cases, and of all business relating to 
them after they are reported upon by the Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice, and with supervision over military prisoners 
wherever confined. Also, with the examination and audit- 
ing of accounts of regimental, post, and company funds; 
and also with the proper filing and copying of battle re- 


ports. 
DESERTERS. 


From various causes arising out of the unsettled state of 
the Army, there was a large number of desertions at the 
close of the war. ‘I’o check this evil, recruiting officers 
were instructed to apprehend and send to military posts 
for trial all deserters who could be found in the vicinity of 
their stations, and lists were sent from companies, with 4 
description of deserters, to facilitate their arrest. The 
number apprehended under this system from February }, 
1866, to October 1, 1866, is 1,029. 

As an inducement to return to their duty, the President 
published an offer of pardon to all who would report them- 
selves at a military post by the 15th of August, 1866. 
Three hundred and fourteen availed themselves of this act 
of clemency. 

RECORDS. 


Early in April, 1865, orders were issued to send to the 
Adjutant-General, for file and safe-keeping, the military 
records of all discontinued commands. ‘Three thousand 
three hundred and fifty-three boxes, containing records of 
two thousand one hundred and sixty-five organizations, 
have been received, carefully examined, and arranged for 
easy reference. . 

These records contain many data of great use m the 
daily business of this office, and furnish information which 
wquid have been wholly lost but for their preservation.

We learn from the Philadelphia Navy-yard, under date 
of the 12th inst., that the Chattanooga, so long discussed 
and so much condemned, has been hauled in to the North 
Wharf to undergo alterations that, it is hoped, will greatly 
improve her.

MILITIA ITEMS. 


Twuary-Seventn Reoment.—Colonel Farrar has issued the fol- 
lowing order : All orders now in force relating to the drill and disci- 
pline of this command are hereby revoked. The field and line 
officers will assemble for instruction at the armory on the following 
evenings, at 8 0’clock: Wednesday, December 19th ; Monday, De- 
cember Slat ; Wednesday, January 9th ; Saturday, January 19th, and 
Tuesday, January 29th.

Oaptains Roome, Cox and Des Marets are appointed a 
Board of Examination, whose duty it shall be to order before said 





examination in the school of the soldier ; if, upon the recommenda- 
tion of this Board, it be ascertained that there are those holding war- 
rants as non-commissioned officers, who are manifestly unfit to dis- 
charge the duties of their offices, their warrants will be annulled, and 
others chosen to fill their places, to whom warrants will be issued 
after they shall have been favorably reported on by said Board. This 
Board will convene without delay. Resignations—Lieutenant-Colonel 
©. M, Catlin, First Lieutenant O. L. Terry. First Sergeants of com- 
panies are required to return in writing to the adjutant at the 
armory, on Saturday of each week hereafter, a list of names of the 
members of their respective companies, including commissioned 
officers absent from company drill, for the week in which such report 
is made. Said reports to be countersigned by commandants of com- 
panies. In compliance with brigad> orders dated December 3d, a 
court-martial for trial of delinquents for parade of November 26th, 
from non-commussioned officers’ drill, and the above battalion drill, 
will be held at the armory on Monday evening, January lth, at 
73 o'clock. The attention of delinquents is called to the absolute 
necessity of appearing before this court. Major George M. Dusen- 
berry is appointed presiding officer. 

NationaL Gvarp En istments.—From circumstances which have 
come to our knowledge, we fear some of the officers of the Second 
division are overstepping the bounds of their legal authority. The 
facts in one of these cases, as near as we can find them out, are as fol- 
lows : A person signed a paper declaring his desire to become a mem- 
ber of a certain company, the Thirteenth regiment, and was duly 
elected a member of the same. He failed, however, to sign the roll 
ofthe company, and never attended a company or regimental meet- 
jng or drill, and in no way indicated his acceptance of his election. 
He was recently summoned to appear before a regimental court- 
martial, which he declined to do, disputing its jurisdiction over him, 
as he did not consider himself a member of the National Guard. He 
was consequently passed upon by default and fined, and it is pro- 
posed to collect this fine or imprison the delinquent. Such action, 
however, is not legal, as the person alluded to never actually enlisted, 
which would have been the case had he signed the company roll 
subsequent to his election. If, as it is claimed, the signing of 
&, paper, such as above spoken of, before election is a legal enlist- 
ment, then any person can join any company he pleases, and the 
election of members in a company is a mere farce. We have always 
believed in holding men strictly to their duty, but it is first neces- 
sary that they should be duly enlisted, as courts-martial have no 
power whatever over citizens. 

Such a case as the one we have spoken of must not be confounded 
with the one recently argued before a City Judge in Brooklyn, as in 
that case the validity of the enlistment is not questioned. A man 
cannot be held to service in the National Guard who has not 
signed the rolls of some company after being duly elected into it, 
unless by drilling with the company, attending its meeting, or other- 
wise assuming the privileges of membership, he has shown his accept- 
ance of his election. Recruiting officers should be sharp enough to 
see that their recruits sign the proper papers, and it is useless to hold 
& man to service unless something more tangible can be shown them 
than « signification of willingness to join some organization. 
General Jourdan is correcting many of the irregu)arities which he has 
found in his regiment, and we hope he will give some attention to the 
subject of enlistments. 

Foarrr-seventn Reoiment.—Colonel J. V. Meserole has issued the 
following order: The commissioned and non-commissioned officers 
of this regiment will assemble at the armory for military instruction 
on Saturday evening, December 22d, and on every Saturday evening 
thereafter until further orders, at 7% o’clock. Exercises will com- 
mence at 7X o’clock. Color Sergeants McCormick and Mendes will 
be present with a small color.

the first in Brooklyn to introduce skeleton drills, having drilled 
ropes as early as the Winter of 1861-2, before the regiment was muster- 
ed into the service of State.

Second regiment paraded an aggregate of 275; the Seventy-seventh, 
175, and the Ninety-ninth, 160, making a total of 610. On the same 
occasion there were 355 in the ranks of the Twelfth, and 390 in those 
of the Seventy-first regiment. Yet, at an election, the repre-entatives 
of 610 members of the National Guard were able to tie the vote of 
officers representing an effective force of 745 muskets. A mere state- 
ment of these facts will show how wrong such a state of things is. 
Individuals have certainly a right to exercise any privilege that may 
be extended to them, but it is not just or right that a majority should 
bend to the will of a minority. Weare assured that Colonel Ward 
would have been elected had it not been that the Seventy-seventh 
and Ninety-ninth regiments thought he was in favor of their con- 
solidation. 
We hope Governor Fenton will give his attention to this matter, 
and either postpone the election or at once make battalions of the 
Seventy-seventh and Ninety-ninth regiments, as required by law. 
Should nothing be done i:: this case it will be a great act of injustice 
to the members of the First brigade. However, justice is getting to 
be rather a rare thing now-a-days. and we must be content to abide 
by the result of the election on next Monday, when we hope a selec- 
tion will be made.
